An Artistic 
Thriller at 
Grauman’ 8. 


To those who like strong drama, 
in ich there ig little subtlety, 
but plenty of action, and suspense 
maintained almost to the breaking 
point, The Law and the Woman,” 
in which Betty Compson is starring 


unreservedly recommended. But 
those who care more for beauty 
than thrills had best be careful. 
Despite some very poignant bits, 
“The Law and the Woman” would 
be melodrama if the dignity of its 
settings and the unfailing tact of 
Penrhyn Stanlaws, its director, did 
not hoist it barely over the line. 

The murder occurs at the very 
beginning, and the mysteries that 
surround it all point directly to the 
hero. Of course, one knows he 
couldn’t have done it, or there 
would be no story; but— it certain- 
ly begins to look as if he did, and 
you can't help sitting farther for- 
ward in your seat. 

However, the work of one wom- 
an is finally undone by the hero's 
devoted wife; the news reaches the 

prison just as they are conducting 
him to the electric chair; and you 
have a chance to draw a very wel- 
come breath. There are many 
charming bits of symbolism, and a 
number of new touches. Moreover, 
the picture does not end with a 
close-up of husband and wife. in 
each otBer’s arms, which, under the 
circumstances is alone sufficient to 
recommend it. 

It would not be fair to call “The 
Law and the Woman” a big pic- 
ture. It does not open up any new 
avenues of thought, or cast any 
new light on the workings of the 
human heart or intelligence. But it 
is most excellently done through- 
out—one feels that it could hardly 
have been done better. 

Betty Compson is rather disap- 
pointing as the wife. On the whole, 
William T. Carelton as Julian Rolfe 
and Cleo Ridgely as Clara Foster 
must be considered the real stars 
of the production, and Casson 
Ferguson handles the role of Phil 
Long very convincingly until he 
gets murdered. 

Melodrama carried as far as it 
can go without becoming either 
obvious or cheap, is a fairly decent 
synopsis of it all.

“BORIS GODOUNOV” 
AT MASON TONIGHT. 


Owing to a last-minute change 
of program, “The Mermaid,” 
which was to have been given at 
the Mason Operahouse tonight, 
will be replaced by “Boris Godou- 
nov,” Moussorgsky’s powerful 
tragedy of ambition and remorse. 
This opera should be especially 
interesting to English-speaking 
people on account of its deriva- 
tion. Moussorgsky built upon the 
poem ot Poushkin, who, in turn, 
drew largely upon his study of 
Shakespeare, and particularly of 
“Macbeth,” for the manner and 
technique, if not the matter, of his 
masterpiece. 

The story of “Boris Godounov”’ 
is historical, and concerns the lif- 
of the character of that name, 
who, upon the death of Ivan the 
Terrible of Russia, became regent 
over the empire with no one to 
stand between him and throne ex- 


six. 

In 1581 Dmitri was murdered, 
and suspicion at once fell on 
Boris. But he contrived to clear 
himself, and in due course was 
ö Tsar. It is recorded that 
ruled wisely and well; but bis 
8 Anale appeared in the 
person of the monk Gregory, 
whose false pretensions were 
eagerly supported by the Poles, 
then in revolt against Tatar 
authority. Urged by the Church of 
Rome, the Poles marched on 
Moscow. At this critical juncture, 
Boris was taken sick, and died 
stricken with remorse. 
Moussorgsky treated the story 
with great freedom, and the re- 
sult is a series of living pictures, 
somewhat disconnected in them- 
selves, but welded firmly together 
by the music. In this letter the 
influence of Wagner shows itself 
in the recurrence of Leit-motifs, 
but in the main the style is Mous- 
sorgsky’s own, simply powerful 
d smacking strongly of the soil 
and the composer's fondness for 
the great people of Russia as op- 
posed to the aristocrats and 
dilettanti. |

Ratti was detailed as ecclesiastical 
commissioner to Upper Silesia. 
There, where he was to reorganize 
the church so sadly disrupted by 


the war, he found German, Polish, 


Russian and French interests, one 
against the other and each against 
all. Monsignor Rattl accomplished 
the well-nigh impossible task of 
satisfying and reconcili all of 
them to his work. This p Mn will 
place him as one of the church's 
est statesmen. 

“On June 18, 1921, M 
Ratti was created archbishop of 
Milan, The succeeding weeks, how- 
ever, he spent in the Vatican ag a 
confidential adviser to Pope Bene- 
dict. It was not until September 8, 
last, that he finally ascended the 
chair at Milan. 

As archbishop and priest our 
Holy Father was kind as I have 
seldom witnessed kindness. I have 
seen him giving fatherly advice 
to street urchins who came to him 
as naturally as to their own fathers 
with their troubles. 1 have seen 
him gravely counseling Roman 
patricians in their silke and satins. 

“His Holiness is very democrat- 
ic. Everyone is his child. He 
treats all alike, and his wisdom is 
one of the peculiar type that

Hence, they say, France will be un- 
able to count upon anything dur- 
ing twenty-five years for the resto- 
ration of her devastated regions. 
The work of reconstruction. it is 
said, will either have to be discon- 
tinued, or France must continue 
floating interior loans and tncreas- 
ing the interest for that 


COMMENT MODERATE. 


The comment is mostly mod- 
erate, but here and there a tinge 
of bitterness appears for the first 
time in the leading editorials on re- 
lationa with the United Etates. The 
Echo de Paris cites a statement 
by Bernard Baruch in support of 
its assertion that France will be 
obliged to pay for war material 
intended for the use of the Ameri- 
can troops in March and April, 
1918, but which was used by the 
French because the Americans 
were not yet ready and French 
soldiers took their places in the 
front lines. 

“It is an absolutely rigid plan 
in which no place is accorded to 
the thesis that the war was waged 
in the common interests of the 41 
lies and associates,” said the 
Echo. 

CALLS ITT HARD BLOW. 

“It is a hard blow.” says the 
Intransigeant. “DiecrHit, born of 
German propoganda since the he- 
ginning of the Washington con- 
ference, has done its work. But 
if the blow is hard. it has a re- 


verse side, and it will be igterest- 
ing to watch the Genoa confer- 
ence, and its efforta to lighten 


Germany's burden. Is lightening 
the French burden less necessary 
to re-establish the equilibrium of
